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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendments filed on May 09, 2006 and Jun 20, 2006 have been 
entered: 

• Claims 17, 19, 21-27 and 29-31 have been amended; 

• Claims 18, 28 and 32 have been cancelled; 

• New claims 33-35 have been entered; 

• Claims 17, 19-27, 29-31 and 33-35 are pending in this application, with claims 17 
and 24 still being independent. 

2. The corrected or substituted drawings (Fig. 1 and Fig. 5) were received on May 
09, 2006. These drawings are approved. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 17, 19-27, 29-31 and 33-35 are allowed. 

4. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Claims 17 and 24 are allowed because the prior art fails to show or teach a 
lightguide plate having a first irregular diffusing pattern formed in the plate, and a 
second irregular pattern formed in the plate crosscrossing with the first diffusing pattern, 
wherein first and second diffusing patterns comprise the grooves which are spaced 
apart at varying distances and having irregularities in depth and width (along the 
longitudinal axis of the grooves). 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
